Sew Conritc of StndrlnK Established

Harvard university has established 


a four year course in landscape gai'den- 
ing in connection -with the lUxwrence 
Scientific school, lending to the degree 
of S. B., says The American Architect. 
The course will include the study of 
architecture, the artistic treatment of 
natural forms, and practical horticul- 
ture and arboriculture, for which the 
Bussey institution and the Arnold ar- 
boretum will afford admirable facili- 
ties.

Harvard in, adding to the course of 
study wliich they offer suggests the,, 
possibility that the profe"-ion of land- 
scape gardening, which counts at pres- 
ent about as many practitioners us can 
Sad employment in the United States, 
may become overcrowded, as that of 
architecture is ia great danger of be- 
ing, if it is not already so, but it is to 
be remembered that a man who hap 
thoroughly studied architecture or 
landscape gardening, even though be 
may be obliged to gain a living In sonic 
other career, can exert an important 
influence in favor of good.art in the 
com mutiny in which he lives, and it is 
just this awakening of communities to

My sym- 
pathy, my heart, my solicitude, goes to 
the American people. I think more, far 
more, of the liberties of my children 
than of nil the trade of all the earth. 
^1 would like to leave them both rich 
and free, but of tho two r would in- 
finitely prefer to leave them free—free 
to laboir, free to work out their own 
career, free to sympathize with anc 
help ail people everywhere struggling 
for liberty. I would not give tlie life 
of one liealthyi honest moral, patriotic, 
ambitious American white boy la es- 
ciiange for all the Filipinos now in tho 
archipelago or who will be there until 
the great judgment day.

BeUevins firmly that tbe annexation 


of the Philippines, either forcibly or 
with the consent of the people of those 
islands, will in the end prove danger- 
ous, if. not ruinous, to our "government 
of tbe people, by the people and for the 
people," I am dead against It now.

I quote the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States or any judge thereof. My 
observation is that every one admires 
the supreme court and adores It vrhen 
it has decided his way, and when it 
decides against him he reserves to 
himself the right to go and "cus^'f it, 
Tery much depends on Whose ox is 
gored. 


The other day my distinguished 


friend:, from. Maine [Sir. 'Llttlefield], 
who sits in front of 'me, and -who., hon- 
ors me by his a ttem ';»;(,. put in ajjreat 
deal of his time apotheosizing Judge 
Story of the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States. I do not object to that. 
,7«dg;e Story deserves well at the hauds 
of 'posterity. Cut I am goius to quote 
you another judge of the 'supreme 
court of' the United States— John Mar- 
shall—for nearly 30 years chief justice 
of the United States- I am not enam- 
ored of Marshall's polities; he was the 
raukest Federalist that ever lived, but 
this tribute is due to him— that be was 
the greatest jurist that ever sat on that 
bench, and Judge Story compared with 
Marshall "is as moonlight unto sun- 
light or us water unto wiae." Here Is 
what Chief Justice Marshall says in 
one case : 


"Tea , , government 
of 
the United 


States can claim no powers which are 
not granted to It by the constitution. 
asd the powers actually granted must 
be such as arc expressly given or given 
by necessary implication." 


No\v, please bear in mind who John 


Marshall, was. He was not only chief 
justice-, but be was the chief of Feder- 
alists. 
He resolved every doubt in 


favor of the general government 


Again the supreme court says; 
"A pom'r in the general government 


to obtain and hold colonies as depend- 
ent territories over which they (tlie con- 
gress) might iegislr.te without restric- 
tinn would be Inconsistent with its own 
existence in its present form." 


Tliose be pertinent words. 
Then in another case: 
"The power of congress over the ter- 


ritories is limited by the obvious pur- 
poses for which it was conferred, and 
those purposes are satisfied by meas- 
ures which prepare the people of the 
territories to become states o* the 
Union."

I -want to read that to you again, be- 


canse upon that proposition turns this 
•whole question. The serious qnestion 
to us and oar posterity is, What are we 
.going to do with the Philippines If wo 
got them? I have no doubt about our 
getting them If we -want them, though 
•we have not got them yet; but, as 1 
stated once before upon the floor of 
this house, In lighting the annexation 
of the Sandwich Islands, this 
tnent is strong enough to do what It 
pleases •with the nations of tbe earth. 
and If we want to we can take the 
islands. Never fear about that. 


Bnt I -want to read you that proposi- 


tion again. This is a decision of the 
supreme court of the United States. 
Kovr. no Kepnbllcnn or "g:oldl>ng" ous 
afford to say that ho is not going to be 
governed! by the decision of the su- 
preme court of the United States, be- 
cause ia. " 1890 '"you denonneed ns alt 
over this land as anarchists because 
•we proposed -to do the very same thing 
that the Republican party has done 
•with the supreme court of the United 
States; that .was to r«org=i=c :t 
that we could get thfe kind of decision 
out of It that we wanted. And ns for 
myself, I unhesitatingly say tbat if 1 
had tbe power I would reorganize it. 


Kow, I want to submit this to yon 


•while yoa are cool, while this has not 
yet become a party question. It is 
becoming one, bnt It has not become 
one yet 
Is any man on this floor will- 


ing to say that the Philippine Islands 
shall ever become states of the Ameri- 
can Union V I challenge the array on 
:he other side of the house individually 
for any man there to get tip and state 
:hat he is in favor of mating Ameri- 
can states out of the Philippine Is- 
ands, either now or hereafter. 


Now, r will tell you what I think 


about the Filipinos, One ot two things 
s true about them— either they are fit 
for self government or they are not. 
If they are; in God's name lot them 
rovera themselves, if they are not, 
we do not want them as fellow citi- 
zens. 


But. w-hcthfer they are fit to govern 


themselves, one thing Is dead sure— 
they are not fit to govern us.
